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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the communication filed 10-7-03. 
Claims 1-26 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Arguments and Amendments 

Withdrawn Rejections 
Any rejections not repeated in this Office action are hereby withdrawn. 
Applicant's arguments, filed 10-7-03, with respect to the 103 rejection(s)of 
claim(s) 1-9 and 24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of 
rejection is made as set forth below. 



New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3, 5-9 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraphias 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
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The claims are drawn to a cell line comprising a stably integrated recombinant 
nucleic acid construct comprising a reporter gene operably linked to a recognition 
sequence for a sequence specific DNA binding protein. The specification and claims do 
not adequately describe the elements that are essential to the function of the claimed 
genus comprising a recognition sequence for a sequence specific DNA binding protein. 
The specification and claims do not indicate what distinguishing attributes are concisely 
shared by the genus comprising a recognition sequence for a sequence specific DNA 
binding protein. The scope of the claims includes numerous structural variants, and the 
genus is highly variant because a significant number of structural differences between 
members of the genus are permitted. Concise structural features that could distinguish 
structures within the genus from others are missing from the disclosure. The 
specification fails to teach or adequately describe a representative number of species in 
the genus such that common attributes or characteristics concisely identifying members 
of the proposed genus are exemplified and because the genus is highly variant, the 
description provided is insufficient. One of skill in the art would reasonably conclude 
that the disclosure fails to provide a representative number of the species to describe 
the broad genus claimed. Thus, applicant was not in possession of the claimed genus. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
